The warning from A. C. Black- 
man, chief of the division, quotes 


# the standards as set forth in the 


Construction Safety Orders, Sec- 
tion 1606 (b), as follows: 

“(b) The staging platform shall 
not be less than two, (2) inches in 


4 thickness, and the distance between 


supports shall not exceed ten (10) 
feet. There shall be no openings 
in platforms excepting those nec- 
essary for passage of workmen and 
material. All planks shall overlap 


at least six (6) inches at supports.” 
WILL BE ENFORCED 

Black said that “it is believed 
that the intent in the wording of 
this order is clear and concise and 
means simply that the planks shall 
be placed close to each other— 
there only being those openings 
necessary for the passage of work- 
men and material. 

“The Division is taking this 
means to advise all interested par- 
ties that the standards prescribed 
by this order will be uniformly ap- 
plied wherever horse scaffolds are 
in use.” 

Letters were sent to all AFL La- 
borers and Plasterers unions.in the 
state, to all building trades coun- 
cils, the international unions, to 
the State Building Trades Council, 
the engineers involved in enforc- 
ing these orders, and to the Plas- 
terers Association and the ‘Associ- 
ated General Contractors.

Fumbling With Price Control 


Although we have what is known as a wage and price 
stabilization board that authority has thus far failed 
almost completely in doing anything to effectively stop 
the upward trend in prices. In regard to wages this 
board has been so one-sidedly unfair to workers gener- 
ally that three labor members on the original board of 
nine withdrew entirely when they saw what an anti-labor 
set-up they were up against. Now President Truman 
has taken the initiative in helping to forma supplemental 
wage stabilization board which is being accepted by 
leaders of labor organizations as holding out renewed 
hope for getting a fairer deal for labor than seemed pos- 
sible under the original setup. Let us hope it will accom- 
plish just that. 

But the one thing which is most needed and 
demanded by nearly everybody is effective price con- 
trol, but up to the present time this has not been forth- 
coming. If the stabilization board we now have has done 
anything at all it has been in the direction of facilitating 
further price increases. Here and there oversupply has 
led dealers voluntarily to reduce prices in order to un-

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TYPING, STENO 
DEFENSE JOBS 
NOW AVAILABLE 


Typists and stenographers are al- 
most as important to the defense 
effort as soldiers these days, ac- 
cording to Harry T. Kranz, director 
of the U. S. Civil Service Commis- 
sion in this area, 

“Equipment gets built faster, 
supplies get shipped sooner, the 
whole mobilization program 
speeds ahead, only when we have 
competent typists and stenogra- 
phers getting. out the paper work,” 
said Kranz. “Without them, bottle- 
necks develop which jeopardize the 
entire defense effort.” 

Kranz made these statements in 
connection with an appeal to the 
wives, daughters, sisters and 
friends of union members to apply 
for government employment. He 
pointed out that it is not necessary 
either to have experience or to 
take a general knowledge test in 
order to qualify for vital typing 
and stenographic jobs now open 
in Federal agencies in California, 
Arizona annd Nevada. The appli- 
cant simply takes a performance 
test to demonstrate her ability to 
type 40 words a minute, and, if she 
is a stenographer, to take dictation 
at 80 words a minute. 


In some areas when an applicant 
has passed the performance test 
she is referred to a job almost im- 
mediately. Positions to be filled 
have a salary range from $2200 to 
$2875 a year, with most vacancies 
at the $2450 level for typists and 
the $2650 level for stenographers. 
There is no maximum age limit. 
The minimum age limit is 18, ex- 
cept that 17-year-old applicants 
are acceptable if they have been 
graduated from high school or are 
in possession of a work permit. 

Applications for jobs as stenog- 
rapher or typist may be obtained 
from any first- or second-class

Regulate Hours 
Of Meat Sales

Agreement was reached this 
week between Santa Cruz Butch- 
ers Union 266 and retail meat 
dealers in the Santa Cruz area on 
an amendment to the existing 
contract, with changes in wages 
and hours, union officials reported. 

Chief change in the contract 
will be the regulation of hours 
during which unions may sell 
meats. Henceforth the union con- 
tract will allow meat sales only | 
between the hours of 9 a.m. and| 
6 p.m., this being in conformity | 
with selling hours of nearby areas. 
Owners can work in their shops 
any hours they wish, changing 
counters and _ processing meats, 
providing no public sales are made.

Teacher Denies 
Discrimination 
Thru Transfer 


Don Thompson, president of the 
A. F. of L. Teachers Union 1020 of 
Monterey County, has issued a 
statement giving his stand in re- 
gard to his transfer from one 
school to another, denying the sug- 
gestion that the transfer was “dis- 
| crimination.” His statement, re- 
| printed from the semi-monthly 
| publication of this union, follows: 
“The principal of Salinas Union 
| High School has stated that he has 
not discriminated against any 
teacher who belongs to the teach- 
ers’ union. At the same time, how- 
ever, he has made it clear that he 
favors membership in the Califor- 
nia Teachers Association. This, as 
iI have pointed out before, even 
though not followed by personal 
| discrimination against those who 
choose to disagree with him, is 
nevertheless an instance of mental 
pressure on the part of an admin- 
listrator who has the potential 
power for discrimination. 

“Labor unions have long since 
obtained recognition. of the prin- 
ciple that the employer has no 
business exerting pressure of any 
kind on_ his employees regarding 
{whether they should join a com- 
pany union, no union, or a bona 
fide union. 

“Since I am being transferred to 
Washington Junior High School 
next year and since I have not 
hesitated to disagree publicly with 
our principal on several occasions 
it may be suspected by some that 
my transfer is an instance of dis- 
crimination against me. This I, 
myself, do not believe. 

“Although for several reasons I 
would prefer to remain at S. U. 
H. S. where I. have taught mathe- 
matics for twelve years I am not 
reluctant to make the change. I 
can see several advantages, I think 
it is only fair to those members of 
the mathematics department who 
have been here longer than I, who 
are quite capable of teaching the 
mathematics courses of the senior 
high school, and who would rather 
not be transferred, that it should 
be me, not they, who is transferred. 

“Let no one who is contemplat- 
ing joining the teachers’ union be 
deterred by my transfer. Let no 
one believe that this is an attempt 
to break up the union. We have 
members in several schools. We 
have reason to believe that there 
are many teachers who are sym- 
pathetic to our principles and who 
in due time will reach the conclu- 
sion, and take the step, that it also 
took some of us several years to 
reach.”
